The State Millers. 


At the meeting of the Central Illinois 


Millers' Association held at Springfield 
un Thursday a resolution was passed 
which jsaye: "We have read with great 
satisfaction the bill introduced in Con- 
gress by the Hon. Benjamin Bntterworh, 
of Ohio, to prevent option dealing, and 
we shall hail its passage as a harbinger of 
better times for our depressed industry. 
Wo fully reoognizs that option dealing 
in wheat is alike hurtful to the farmers 
and the millers. The 
price of grain 


should be regulated by the law of supply 
and demand, and not by the foot-ball of 
gram gamblers on the eo-oalled boards of 
trade, who have grown rich in the pur- 
suit of their nefarious business at the 
expense of the miller and the farmer." 
Copies of the resolutions will be sent to 
the Illinois Senators and Congressmen, 
with the request that they urge the pass- 
age of the bill. A resolution was aleo 
adopted expressing the pleasure of the 
association that the Ways and Means 
Committee has placed bolting cloth on 
the free list.

H. J. Dunlsp, editor of the Champaign 


Gazette, ia U. S. Con -ul at Breslau, Ger- 
many, and in a recent letter he discusses 
tbe compulsory edtieir.ion question that i.-- 
agitating the people oi Wisconsin, writing 
in the light that hk-> shone upon him 
since he has been in (iarruttny. What 
be writes will have a peculiar jrite'es'. to 
th* American people at this tin.e: 


I notice in the American papers Unit, 


in Wisconsin especially, there is great 
opposition to the liennett school Jaw 
wliioh lequires all children to attend 
•obool, anil for a certain pert of the year, 
at least, to study Knglihb. The wonder 
about the matter is that any one can 1* 
80 foolish as to object to such n law. 
It 


ought to go further and make it obliga- 
tor)' for every child to attend school until 
at least fifteen years of !u:e, nine month* 
in the year nnd btndy notlu'mj hut Ki<- 
ylish. The object should be to Ameri- 
canize, instead of to perpetuate foreicn 
languages, which at the Mime time, per- 
petuates prejudice HL(! old world bigotry. 
I would have no objection to every child 
learning to spoak »L<| write (ierrmin- in- 
deed it would be desirable, but the En- 
glish education should be made para- 
mount to all other. In this country no 
nonsense is tolerated of that kind. Every 
child must attend school and pass exam 
itiatioDB and then be confirmed, or there 
is a row. If H (iernmn or an Am«n- 
CBD who came here to become a citizen 
should insist on having l.is children 
wIncute<l m English, he would be ami- 
ply told to go back to America or to 
submit to the IHWH of the country. Even

But the more common belief Is that the 
measurowillwork §af«ly, stimulating pricos 
and commercial activity to some extent, 
without disturbing the gold standard values. 
Trade reports this week nre favorable, ex- 
cepting from tbe region affected by the flood 
In tha Mississippi valley. Great damage to 
sngftr plantations seems Inevitable. Three 
of the trunk lines are Interrupted, and their 
losses will bo considerable. At Galvestufi 
and Florida business Is dull. But «t ull 
Northern centers of trade the situation is 
very satisfactory. The Iron bu»incs« is more 
hopeful In tone at Philadelphia, but at 
Pittsburgh tho decline In pr'ccs

tlnues. Statistics showing thut the lie- 
cumulation of coal in first hands hin boun 
reduced since March 1, havo a helpful in 
tiueace and encourages the belief that in n 
few months the policy of restriction in the 
output will restore tht market to a health; 
condition. But Its condition Is far from 
healthy at present. Xo improvement 
neon In tho woolen manufacture, and dourer 
cotton does not help the mills. The exports 


grain continue large, notwithstanding 
of 
the advance in prices, and furnish tho only 
reasonable eicuse lor that advance. In any 
event a largo .surplus of wheat will remain 
on hand until July 1, and the reported Injury 
to winter wheat will be to a great extent, 
balanced hy the Increased acreage of spring 
wheat,whlohhlghorpricoawlll cause. Cotton 
receipts and exports are both falling fur be- 
hind last year's, and the floods aiul ruins arc 
expected toafloct this year's yield to some 
extent. No reason Is perceived,beyond spec- 
ulative activity, for advance In pork or in 
meats, but tho bollof that the currency will 
be greatly expanded tends Just now to ren- 
der all prices somewhat fictitious. The 
Treasury haa taken In during tlio past week 
$1,900,000 more tliun It has paid out, but the 
receipts of money from the Interior have 
kept the Xew York money market compara- 
tively eaiy. The figures indicate a heavy 
excess of imports over exports for the week, 
but there ftre no present symptoms of an 
outgo of specie.
